Man Pleads Guilty 
to Medical Mari- 
juana Theft and Use 
of False Evidence 


On Friday, 
August 3 in 
the 33rd Cir- 
cuit Court, 
Trevor James 
Blackwell, 26, 
Charlevoix, 
pleaded 
guilty to 
breaking and 
entering with 
intent, a ten- 
year felony, and presenting false 
evidence, a four-year felony. 
Blackwell will also be subject to 
a sentencing enhancement as a 
three-time felon which will 
change the breaking and enter- 
ing charge to a twenty-year max- 
imum. 

Blackwell was set to go to trial 
on Wednesday, August 8 on these 
charges as well as additional 
charges of larceny greater than 
$20,000 and witness intimidation. 
Those charges were dismissed as 
part of a plea agreement as was a 
charge of home invasion. 

According to the affidavits of 
probable cause filed in the cases, 
Blackwell and three other men, 
all of whom have already pleaded 
guilty in connection with the 
events, broke into two area med- 
ical marijuana grow operations 
and stole medical marijuana. 

After the four were charged, 
Blackwell asked one of his co-de- 
fendants to lie for him and to cre- 
ate a letter stating that Blackwell 
was not involved in the rob- 
beries. Text messages between 
Blackwell and the co-defendant 
revealed that Blackwell told the 
co-defendant what to say and 
sought to have them to lie under 
oath. 

The letter created by the co-de- 
fendant at Blackwell’s urging 
was introduced at Blackwell’s 
preliminary examination in the 
90th District Court and formed 
the basis for the false evidence 
charge. The false evidence 
charged may be served consecu- 
tively to the breaking and enter- 
ing charge as it was committed 
while Blackwell was on bond. 

Sentencing will occur on Aug. 
24.

The Veteran of the 
Month of August, 2018, 
is Richard Angus 
McKinnon. Born Octo- 
ber 25, 1922 in East 
Jordan to Parents 
Charles Hector and 
Mary Bashaw McKin- 
non. He attended 
schools in East Jor- 
dan, graduating in the 
class of 1941. He 
worked at the East Jor- 
dan Iron Works, now 
known as Eu, for a 
short time as a Ma- 
chine Operator. On 
June 27, 1942, he mar- 
ried Thelma Olson. On 
21 January, 1943, McK- 
innon was inducted 
into the Armed Forces 
in Kalamazoo Michi- 
gan. After completion 
of his basic and advanced 
training, he was assigned to 
Company B, 661st Tank De- 
stroyer Battalion as a Tank 
Driver, departing the United 
States on 10 January, 1945, ar- 
riving in the European The- 
ater of Operations on 21 
January, 1945, and was in- 
volved in campaigns in 
Rhineland, and Central Eu- 
rope. Knowing that letters he 
wrote back home would be 
censored as to his location, he 
and Thelma decided to use 
his middle initial as to his lo- 
cation. F would be France, B 
would be Belgium, G would 
be Germany. When, letters 
began to arrive, Thelma 
could tell what country he 
was in, but not where in that 
country. On 30 June, 1945, 
McKinnon departed the Eu- 
ropean Operations, arriving 
back in the United States on 6 
July, 1945. On 18 November, 
1945, at Separation Center 
Shelby, Mississippi, McKin- 
non was given a Honorable 
Discharge from Military 
Service, and was awarded the 
Good Conduct Medal; the 
American Theater of Opera- 
tions Medal; the European 
African Middle Eastern Oper- 
ations A Medal; and the 
World War II Victory Medal. 

Returning home, he went 
back to work at the East Jor-

dan Iron Works for several 
years. then began working 
for Honeywell Corporation in 


Boyne City, Michigan. He was 


proud that some of the com- 
ponents he had worked on 
made their way to the moon. 
He retired in April of 1986 as 
a Master tool and die maker. 
Richard was a member of the 
Community of Christ 
Church, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Post No. 7580, and a re- 
tiree of UAW Local 598. He A 
enjoyed fishing, hunting, 
playing cards, and also 
bought and sold fishing rods 
and reels for enjoyment. He 
and Thelma loved to travel 
visiting their sons and fami- 
lies in North Carolina, Texas, 
and California.

Tambling hacked into 
personal data, social 
media and captured 
nude images

PETOSKEY - A Charlevoix 
County man who moved to 
northern Michigan from the 
United Kingdom was sen- 
tenced to prison last week for 
computer-related crimes that 
impacted countless victims 
and divided a devout church 
community in neighboring 
Emmet County. 

Wayne Victor William 
Tambling, 31, of East Jordan, 
was sentenced by Emmet 
County Circuit Court Judge 
Charles W. Johnson to serve 
at least six years and up to 12 
years in prison with concur- 
rent terms on charges of 
using a computer to commit 
a crime, capturing an image 
of an unclothed person and 
unauthorized use of a com- 
puter. 

Police arrested 30-year-old 
Wayne Tambling last Decem- 
ber 20 under a 45-count 
felony warrant issued on sus- 
picions that he remotely ac- 
cessed several victims' 
computers without their 
knowledge and not only 
hacked into their personal 
data, social media accounts 
and text messages, but that 
he also secretly took nude 
photos of some of them. 

Tambling, who worked as 
an IT/computer technician 
at Wojan Window and Door 
in Charlevoix, pleaded guilty 
in June to charges of re- 
motely accessing several vic- 
tims' computers without 
their knowledge and captur- 
ing their images, which he 
then transferred to his own 
computer. 

Many of his victims were 
his friends and fellow wor- 
shipers at Landmark Baptist 
Church in Petoskey, where 
he often volunteered his com- 
puter skills to help them with 
their personal computer is- 
sues. In doing so, it was later 
discovered he clandestinely

installed software and pro- 
gramming that allowed him 
remote access to their com- 
puters without their knowl- 
edge. 

His scheme unraveled 
after three victims came to 
police with suspicions and 
reports of what Michigan 
State Trooper Jeff Mercer de- 
scribed as “some strange 
things, some coincidences 
that led them to believe 
someone was spying on 
them.” 

Police said a four-month- 
long investigation of Tam- 
bling ensued and included 
search warrants and the 
seizure of several computers 
and forensic examination by 
the Michigan State Police 
Computer Crimes Unit in 
Traverse City. Investigators 
found numerous nude photos 
of the victims on Tambling's 
computer, which led to 
charges against him being 
filed and his arrest. 

Several of Tambling's vic- 
tim's testified at his sentenc- 
ing, describing the impact 
his actions have had on their 
lives; how it feels to have had 
their personal information, 
text messages and social 
media posts hacked; how it 
felt to have been unknow- 
ingly photographed while 
undressed; and how it feels 
not knowing if all of those 
images and that hacked in- 


formation is still out there 
and may resurface someday 
after Tambling gets out of 
prison. “How do you describe 
the hell that my family has 
endured in the past two 
years?” one victim told the 
court. 

Others pointed to how 
Tambling divided their 
church family when he first 
came under investigation by 
making a concerted effort to 
convince his fellow church 
members and friends that he 
had been framed by his ac- 
cusers. They said Tambling 
went so far as to create fake 
messages on social media 
that appeared to have been 
exchanged between himself 
and one victim in effort to 
prove his innocence-and that 
some church members be- 
lieved him. 

Judge Johnson called that 
an “elaborate scheme” and 
part of Tambling's “calcu- 
lated efforts to deny respon- 
sibility.” 

“How or why all these peo- 
ple would want to frame him 
is his fantasy,” Johnson said. 

Emmet County Chief As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Stuart Fenton said authori- 
ties estimate Tambling had 
up to 1 million images he se- 
cretly snapped of unknowing 
victims. But Judge Johnson 
was quick to note that the 
true long-term impact and 


scope of his computer crimes 
and the actual number of his 
victims may never really be 
known. Johnson added in his 
sentencing how Tambling 
“has not shown...genuine re- 
morse,” Johnson said. 

A crowd of victims, their 
family, friends-most all of 
them members of Landmark 
Baptist Church-gathered out- 
side the Emmet County 
Courthouse after Tambling's 
sentencing where Fenton 
joined them to explain the 
concurrent sentencing and 
what the future holds for the 
victims once he's released 
and allowed back at the key- 
board. 

Overall, Fenton assured 
the crowd that at least they 
are safe for several years 
while Tambling is serving his 
time in prison and forbidden 
access to computers, but 
after that, he said, it's hard to 
predict what can happen. 

Most all church members- 
including many of Tam- 
bling's victims-said they 
were satisfied with his sen- 
tence, and in fact were happy 
to see he got more time than 
they expected. 

One church member, 
speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said Tambling 
came to the United States 
from the United Kingdom 
after marrying one of their 
church members. She said 
initially he was a warmly 
welcomed congregant who 
was eager to volunteer in 
various capacities, even man- 
ning the puppet tent with 
kids. She said his assault on 
their church family as it has 
unfolded over the past couple 
years has been frightening, 
confusing, heart-wrenching 
and divisive. 

But now that he's off to 
prison, she said the congre- 
gation at Landmark Baptist 
Church is looking forward to 
healing and feels galvanized. 
“T love this church so much- 
we all do,” she said, “This 
was a terrible thing to hap- 
pen to us, but we are moving 
on. We are strong.”

The Boyne City Police De- 
partment arrested a 24 year 
old female after her 3 year old 
child was almost hit by a car 
at 2:00am Saturday morning. 

A home health care worker 
was returning a patient from 
a downstate procedure when 
she narrowly avoided hitting 
the child who was in the road- 
way. The health care worker 
picked up the child and called 
911. 

The child, who’s legs were 
covered in scratches, was 
dressed in light pajamas and 
was shivering in the 56 degree 
weather. The child was hav- 
ing difficulty trying to tell offi- 
cers what mom’s name was 
and where she might be. The 
child was checked by Boyne 
City EMS for other injuries. 

After officers came up with 
a possible name of the 
mother, a deputy from the 
Charlevoix County Sheriff De- 
partment attempted to make 
contact with the mother.
